Much time was taken up ID court 
today with depositions. It was hot 
but the attorneys were leady for bat- 
tie. Toe letter, alleged to have been 
written by Mrs. Childs in Chicago and 
intimating that she was in the mar- 
ket to sell her evidence to the highest 
bidder, caused a great deal of trouble. 
Depositions were produced to show 
that she pronounced the letter a for- 
gery and it bad never been written by 
her. 
The woman with the naming flow- 
ers in her bat was present as were 
two others. No one seems to know 
their names, but they manifest the 
closest interest in all that is being 
said. 
Judge Eason. the attorneys and the 
jury are beginning to show signs of 
fatigue, but the end of the trial is by 
no means in sight. 
The prediction 
that it would last three days has dis- 
solved into empty air and it is now 
predicted a verdict will not be reach- 
ed until Thursday. The plaintiff's at- 
torneys were confident they could not 
complete their testimony before this 
evening and the defense bare many 
witnesses to be heard. 


"We would like to enter depositions 
here," said Mr. Merrell- 
"This is the deposition of Mrs. Ada 
Cbilds taken in Chicago June 2-V 
said Attorney Eauscb. 
The storv 
as told by Mrs. Cbiids follows: "I live 
in Chicago. 1 moved from Cosnocton. 
I moved to Coshocf >n two years prior 
to April IT, 1900. I lived at.the cor- 
ner of Pine and Cherry in 1899. I lived 
on Seventh street. My first, neighbor 
on Cherry street was Mrs. Henselman 
my second w_as Mrs. Helter. Her first 
name was Lida. I know Mr. Helter. 
I know Mr. Roche by sight. I have no 
speaking acquaintance with him. I 
only knew of Mr. Helters business 
through Mrs. Helter. i don't believe 
I saw Mr. Helter at home on Cherry 
street more than five times. Our 
house was on the same side of the 
street as that, of the Belter's. There 
were three lots between the houses. 
During the time I was a neighbor I 
saw Judge Roche visit Heller's home 
frequently. His calls were in the even- 
ing always. I think it was in July, 
August aad September that I noticed 
Roche going, there. I do not tnnw 
how long he would stay.1' An objec- 
tion was found noted in the deposi- 
tion as being made by Judge Roche. 
This objection was sustained by Jndge 
Eason after the attorneys bad argued 
awhile. 
The story goes on: "I saw Judge 
Roche go through three different 
doors into the Helter house. The first 
my attention was drawn to bis visits 
was by Mrs. Henselman. I walked in 
through the bouse and Mrs. Hensel- 
man came to the front door and her 
face was real white. I did not see 
him go in that night. 
The next 
night Mrs. Belter came into my house 
and called number 201 on the phone- 
i looked and found that number was 
the probate judge's number. He did 
not come until the next night. 1 saw 
him go in and I watched him come 
out. 
He came out with his clothes 
and he dressed near the closet. This 
was about 10:30 o'clock. This was the 
night the mandolin ciub played there. 
It was in August. I saw turn visit the 
noube again. I did not see how long 
be stayed. I saw him enter the house 
by the cellar about five times. I have 
seen him enter by the back door a 
number of times. I never saw any 
other gentleman visit the house dur- 
ing the absence of Mr. Helter. One 
afternoon I saw Judge Koche bring 
Mrs. Helter from Keene. It was after 
sundown but it was not dark. Mrs. 
Helter told me about Mr.Helter being 
sick in Missouri. Sbe told me sne 
preferred living in Coshocton and said 
Mr. Helter would come back when he 
got better. I saw Judge Roche take 
a package there one evening. It look- 
ed to me like beer bottles. I noticed 
a difference m the arrangement of the 
doors and windows the eveningsJudge 
Roche called. These were the only 
evenings you would bear Mrs. Heller 
playing the piano. The door would be 
about four inches open. 
The light 
was always low. I sawMr. Roche carry 
the light from the sitting room to the 
parlor. 
He put 
the 
lamp on 
the 
mantle 
kissed 
Mrs. Helter 
and then the l.ght went out. I heard 
them in the room upstairs. I received 
a letter from Judge Roche concerning 
the case. This is the first letter I re- 
ceived from him." 
The letter was here read. It was 
dated June 14,1901, and detailed how 
be asked Mrs. Cbilds to come to Co- 
shocton and testify in the case as toe 
plaintiff wanted her to do and told her 
that all expenses to and from Cosboc- 
ton would be paid if she would come. 
Mrs. Cbilds said she answered that 
letter and a copy of the answer was 
attached to the deposition and mark- 
ed exhibit "B-!" Captain James ob- 
jected to the reading of the copy say- 
ing be did not believe it was a true 
copy. He said the defendants bad the 
original answer of Mrs. Childs to 
Judge Roche's letter and would pro- 
duce it- After a lively tilt between 
the attorneys Judge Eason said that 
exhibit "B" would be admitted as 
secondary evidence and it would be a 
matter of contention between the at- 
torneys as to which was the original. 
i The letter attached to the deposi- 


tion was read*and Captain James 
wanted to read the letter they had 
which he claimed as the original. 
Judge Eason said they would be al- 
lowed to read it when they began giv- 
ing testimony. The deposition beie 
showed that Sirs. Childs had been 
further questioned as to the letter 
and asked te tell what she remem- 
bered about it. Captain James ob- 
jected to the testimony because tbe 
letter had already been read. Judge 
Eason sustained the objection and a 
recess was called. 
After recess Attorney Rauscb con- 
tinued the reading of the deposition. 
The second letter from Judge Roche 
to Mrs. Childs was rend. 
It was an 
explanation as to why he had asked 
her to come and why her expenses 
would be paid. ~ 
Tbe story then continued: ''I have 
noticed the association of Mr.and Mrs. 
Helter before I saw Judge Roche 
with her. It was very loving. 1 have 
visited in Mrs. Belter's home, it was 
a very prettv and comfortable home. 
Mrs. Helter'was sick at one time. I 
phoned for Dr. Frew and 1 tried to get 
her to bed. Mr. Roche called tbree 
or foui times a week during the ab- 
sence of Mr. Helter. I have seen Mr. 
Roche come in the house through tbe 
back yard. He came very close to me 
once. Mr Roche came to my home 
the day before the depositions and 
told me he was Attorney Adams," 
The direct examination closed. 
Captain Coinpton read the cross ex- 
amination. The story as told by Mrs. 
Child's follows: "We lived near Bel- 
ter's home. Mrs. Helter did not live 
alone. Mr. and Mrs. Hoasland lived 
there for awhile. Tbe visits of Judge 
Roche were just as frequent after 
Hoaglands mo red away. 
They were 
two or tbree times a week. 1 sa'w Mrs 
Helter come home with Judge Roche 
from Keene. 1 -saw Judge Roche once 
when he »ery nearly fell over me 
when he when he went into tbe cel- 
lar. I looked in tbe window tbe time 
the mandolin club was there. 
The 
corn grew as close as two or tbree feet 
of the cellarway. There was no corn 
on the Helter lot up close »o the 
house. It was on the adjoining lot- 
Toe night I saw some one leave the 
bouse with their c'othes in their 
bands it was neither a dark nor a 
moonlight nigbu. I coulcisee by the 
electric light on the corner. 
My hoy 
went over to the h-juse and saw wl at 
was tobe seen. The man that came 
out of the house iiad his underclothes 
on but carried his coat and vest. He 
was not taller than Mr. Roche. 
It 
was Mr. Roche aud if be was taker 
he has shrunk. 
It was the same 
night I saw Mr. Roche go in the cel- 
lar way. I know a music teacher 
named Shaeffer. He visited the Het- 
ter home in May and some in the 
early part of June." Mr. Sbaeffer lived 
with me in April. 
He never visited 
toereonly in tbe daytime. I do not 
remember of Mr. Sbaeffer giving me a 
kev and requesting me to give it to 
Mrs. Helter. I did give Mrs. Helter 
one of my kers. She wanted to try if 
it, would fii anioor in her house. I 
told her she might have it if it was 
of any use to her. 
I saw Judge 
Roche" take a package I Jh;nk it was 
beer because I saw bottles at the 
back door the next morning. Mr. and 
Mrs. Hoagland were at home the 
night I saw them kiss. 
I saw Lim 
through door carry tbe 'amp from the 
sitting room and pur- it on the mantel. 
I was alone that night. 1 was downf 
on 
the sidewalk 
in 
front- 
o 
Helters home the night I heard 
them in the front room upstairs. The 
letter I sent to Judge Roche was 
written by my sister. 
I worded it. 


Mrs. 
Henselman did not help me 
watch the home. I was in Mrs. Hen- 
sel man's kitchen when I beard the 
telephone call. I said on direct exam- 
ination that Mrs. Helter had a visitor 
every ThursJay evening during Mr. 
Heller's absence. I did not say visit- 
ors.The deposition of Ettel Howell was 
read by Attorney Merrell. 
She said: 
•'I live at 728 North Washita street. 
Mrs. Ada Childs is my sister. I work 
for her. 
I wrote the letter Mrs. 
Childs dictated to me and took an ex- 
act copy of it. 
It was sent to Judge 
Roche." 
Edgar Child's deposition was read. 
He said: "I am 11 years old. I attend 
school and am in the Fourth grade. I 
remember living in Coshocton. 
I 
knew Mrs. Helter. I know Judge 
Roche- 
1 saw him last Aucust. My 
mother pointed him out. I saw him 
go to the home of Mrs. Heller about 
tbree times a week. 
He began early 
in the summer. He always came 
about eight o'clock in tbe evening. 
Mr. Heiter was not at home. I saw 
Mr. Roche one night go out and I saw 
Mr. Ro;heand Mrs. Helter talking. 
I saw Mr. Roche run out of ths house 
and dress." 
Here testimony was given that can- 
not be printed. 
"I saw Mr- Roche taking flo were to 


Mrs. Helter. I saw him take a basket. 
I do not know what w is in the bas- 
ket- I saw three empty beer bottles 
at tbe back door ..of Mrs. Helter"s 
booue tbe next morning. I saw nim 
go into the Helter house through the 
front door, tbe back .door and tbe cel- 
lar way."'

4 Breeze By a Charge That Witness Had 


Item Tampered With. 


When court 
convened Captain 
James addressed tbe court and witb 
intense earnestness said: 
'•Work has been going on that I de- 
sire to have looked after. Counsel in 
this case have approached witnesses 
with whom we have been consulting 
and endeavored to have them not ap- 
pear here or leave out part of their 
testimony. In other words, to get 
them away. I exclude Judge Hunter 
from this practice, but I think my as- 
sertion can be proved. I propose to 
secure an affidavit and Jmake charges 
against tbe attorney the next time I 


hear of it." Judge Hunter declared 
his side had right to talk to the wit- 
nesses of the other side. "1 denounce 
this whole thing as a fabrication and 
I demand tbe truth.'* 


"Whom do you charge with fabrica- 
tion?'' demanded Captain James. 
•'Not you but 1 believe you are mis- 
informed.'' 
"Then I will state the facts," and 
Captain James declared two of his 
witnesses had been tampered with by 
at least two attorneys of the other 
side. 
Judge Eason smoothed the matter 
over by saying that if this came again 
he would enforce tbe rule to tbe let- 
ter. That settled it, and Captain 
Couiptun continued to read tbe depo- 
sition of tbe Child's boy. 
Nothing new was brought out in 
this cntos examination, the story so 
far as detail is concerned being re- 
markable. 
Henry D. Cbilds was the next wit- 
ness by"deposition. Mr. Rausch read 
the testimony. Childs, who is a litho- 
grapher, is the head of the Child's 
family that has piayed so important a 
part in the trial. Of his residence in 
Coshocton be said: 
"I couldn't swear that I ever saw 
Roche. Tbe night tbe serenaders 
were there the back door of the Hel- 
ler house opened and a man with his 
clothes 
on 
bis 
arm 
ran out 
and dressed 
himself. I 
thought 
it 
was 
Mr. 
Roche. 
1 
heard 
he was there. 1 couldn't swear it was 
him. 
I didn't see Mr. Rfiche go in. 1 
never saw anybody go in the house. 
Mr. and Mrs. Helter were affection- 
ate.'" 


On cross examination he said: '-The 
electric light shone ou the door, and 
I never watched to see if aovone went 
to tbe Helter house. 1 am not willing 
to say the man who came- out that 
night was Mr. Rocue." 
A later cross examination ot Mrs. 
Childs was read by Captain Compton. 
The justice showed her a letter, but 
she denied that she bad signed it. 
Judge Hunter wanted the court to see 
it saying it> 
might be the Lord's 
prayer. 


"We don't have any Bible in this 
ease," said Captain James. 
Mr. Rausch^objected to the letter 
being read, declaring it was a forgery 
June 14. he said. Judge Roche wrote 
her a letter. Two days later she wrote 
out an answer and kept a copy. "On 
July 16, he said, Judge Roche appear- 
ed with a forged letter, and Mrs. 
Chills savs so and wants to know 
whether she can prosecute tbe author 
of the forgery. J udge Ruche offered 
her a bribe, and in his second letter 
commended her for not taking it." 
Mr. Adams accused Mr. Rausch of 
arguing the case before the jury, and 
Judge Eason said there was to oe no 
more of it- 
Captain Compton read 
what the defense claims is £ne origin- 
al letter. It is dated Jnne lu, and in 
it Mrs. Childs declines to come to Co- 
shocton for the expenses- 
She said 
she might know Heiter. but she would 
not know Roche. She expressed Jie 
belief that the testimony might be of 
use to Helter. Mrs- Cbilds denied it 
was her ietter. written . to Roche, 
The envelope, she said, had been sent 
to her by Roche. She acknowledged 
to having talked with Rausch since 
the Srst deposition was taken. 
'•I have copies of ail my letters, say 


15 years,''the witness continued. "I 
never wrote letters in this case."' 
Mr. Rausch read the cross examina- 
tions, and again Mrs. Child said the 
letter was a forgery. Her paper was a 
larger sheet, and sne had bought it at 
Williams' drug store in Coshocton. 
I have not the "pad because Mr. Hel- 
ter used it -June 2*5 to copy the letter 
pinned on the first deposition. He put- 
it in a longpockeibook. The cover was 
burned. I think it is an insult on me. 
him writing a forced letter to see 
wbicb side would give me the most. 
My evidence could not- be influenced 
by money for I need none." 
After recess another deposition was 
presented. It was ;hat of Ethel How- 
ell, the sister of Mr-?. Child who copied 
the letter. Judge Hunt objected lo il 
being read, holdinp that it was not 
legally taken. Captain James charged 
Mr Rausch with smuggling it into 
court- 
Jndge Eason admitted the 
deposition, and Captain James de- 
clared that a man who would practice 
law that way snould be disbarred. 


Mr. Rausch arose and glared over 


•Turtle Hunter at Captain James who 
hoked steadily toward the bench. 


My reputation is as good as that of 
Captain James." he said. ''This is an 
unmanly and cowardly act." 
''Don't you say that to me," said 
Captain-James, springing to his feet, 
-or I'll strike you. I know what 
you are in Illinois." 
With band uplifted he glared at 
Rausch, but Judge Eason interfered 
an<3 the incident closed. It created a 
sensation. The deposition in dispute 
was read. 
'•This tetter is not the letter I wrote 


for Mrs. Cbilds on -Tune 1«. 
It- is not 
tbe same paper. I never saw it be- 
fore. It is not my writing," said the 
witness. 


C. A. Lamberson was called, but 


Sheriff Hedge said be could not find 
him. 


Andrew Kicketts said: 
"I have 


known the Helters s'nce they moved 
to Second street. They seemed to be 
affectionate- HeSter was respectful. 
Tbe house was provided with some 
good furniture. They seemed to live 
a happy life. She seemed to have an 
affection for him." 


Mrs- Ida Ricketts was the next. 
She said: "I have known the Helters 
four or five years. They lived 203 
feet from us beside the width of the 
street from us. I have been in their 
house and they have been in ours. He 
a<~te J as a husband should and she to 
him. He was very attentive. 
He 
seemed to do what he knew would 
would please her. 
I was there one 


evening to a carpetrag sewing and he 
helped to serve the refreshments. On 
another occasion she asked him to 
bring in a plate of hickory nuts and 


be did. I thought they got along the 
best kind." 
-We all ate of tbe hickory nuts," 
she said to Captain James. "If they 
quarreled I never Knew of it. They 
could bare bad serious disputes and I 
would't have known anything about 
it."There was some delay waiting for 
witnesses aud George W. Helter was 
sworn and took the stand. 
He said 
to Judge Hunter: 
'*! am 33 years old and was raised 
nearGuadenbutten, my wife at Port 
Washington. I have known her since 
she was a small girl. We lived about 
tbree and one-half 
or four miles 
apart. We were farmers and lived in 
the country. I began teaching when 
I was 20 years old and I taught 10 
years- I began paying my addresses 
to my wife after I was elected super- 
intendent of the 
Salem township 
schools. Sbe taught at Glasgow. In 
tbe latter part of tbe first year I be- 
gan to give her my attention. We 
were married Aug. 5. I loved her and 
I told her so." 
Captain James objected to tbe ques- 
tion as to whether Heiter loved bis 
wife when he married her. The ob- 
jection was overruled. 
-'I lovtd her as I loved no other girl. 
I felt very affectionate toward ber. 
There was no trouble between us un- 
til we came to Cosbocton. She never 
gave me a cross word since we were 
married. 
Our relations were very 
close, very warm and very affection- 
ate- We came here in 1897 and I sold 
buggies. 
My wife came with me and 
we lived on Chestnut street. 
I re- 
mained in the business until Jan 15. 
1900."I became acquainted with Roche 
in 1797. He was my legal adviser. 
I 


bad no other attorney. He was my. 
counsel and gave me advice. He was 
a candidate for probate judge in 1399. 
We belonged to the same party and 1 
was his warm friend and worked for 
him." 


Court adjourned for the noon re- 
cess.

I spoke 
to Roche about the Allen and Mc- 
Caskey notes. 
I bad been with 
her in Roche's office, 
when we 
sold tbe Gnadenhutten 
property, 
and when we purchased the Second 
street property we did; not pay all the 
money and Mr. Maxwell bad tbe 
mortgage. Roche said he would be a 
candidate for probate judge and I said 
I wouid render him my assistance. We 
met him in tbe square and I congrat- 
ulated him on bis success. 


When I came back that April Mrs. 
Helter was living on Cherry street 
where I went. We were living to- 
gether. 1 stayed two weeks. I called 
on Judge Roche at bis .office but we 
didn't talk of the canvas. He told me 
the evening of tbe 24th he would be 
able to do me some good for tbe kind- 
ness I bad rendered him. My wife 
aad I got along very nicely"

SEVENTH NATIONAL BANK. 


Grand Jury Investigating Its ASairs. 


Prsparing to Reorganize. 


Ne^v York. July 26.—The board of 


directors of the Seventh National bank 
has prepared a piaa for reorgan- 
ization of the defunct institution. The 
capital stock is to be increased from 
5700.000 to 52.500.000. and the addi- 
tional issue of $2.000.000 in stock will 
be sold at 51 SO per share, with first 
purchase private to the present stock- 
holders. 
The cash proceeds of the 


assessment on the exisliag stock an.i 
the sale of new stock will, it is claim- 
ed, pay all present obligations and 
completely restore solvency. Exist- 
ing stockholders ar--- to be required to 
pay the assessment ordered by the 
comptroller of the currency.

New York. July 26. — W.E.D. Stokos, 


stockholder of the Seventh National 
bank. has taken out summonses in 
the supreme court against the direc- 
tors of the bank. President Thom.is 
and Receiver Raynor. The complaiat 
charged the directors with making re- 
ports to the stockholders to the effect 
that the capial of he bank was unim- 
paired when as a matter of fact it 
•was already insolvent 
It 
further 


charges that the directors "utteiiy 
failed and neglected to perform th-:ir 
official duties;" and that they "suf- 
fered and permitted the accounts of 
said bank to be kept in an accurate 
manner, which failed to show the trie 
character of its affairs." In the com- 
plaint the directors are further charg- 
ed with having employed incompetent 
persons as officers of the bank, "wao 
are unabie to properly and efficiently 
discharge their duties, all of which 
was well knowfi to the directors." also 
with having given loans to insolvent 
persons and incorporations withcat 
adequate and valid securities. Piain 
tiff demands judgment for the total 
amount of his loss as a stockholder 
of the bank and the costs of the suit.

:>f sugar, lime and •s-ater. about -Ihe col- 
or of tratcr and Is used chiefly to ma£e 
•Jie m:lk appear richer than It really is. 
When viscogen !s placed in milk or 
'ream, the lactic acid tarns the lime in 
:he Suit! into a white, thick snbatance. 
which, assimilating with the milk, 
.jives it an appearance and taste ot 
ireat richness. It is possible through 
;ts use to palm off upon customers milk 
ind cream which are far below stand- 
ard. Fortunately the adulterant, ac- 
cording to Minnesota aathorities, is not 
Injurious to health.

•ast* an area of sawmill and 
Ifeuce property IB Davenport equal to 
M ordinary city blocks. The flames 
•tartcd ia big plies Of kindling wood 
beloaging to the Rock Island Fuel 
company, on the levee, caused by 
•parka from a locomotire. A brisk 
breeie was blowing and carried the 
flanes directly acroaa the immeasc 
lumber yard of Wtoyerhauser Denk- 
Boann. which was soon a roaring fur- 
nace. The spread of the Ore was so 
rapid that workmen barely had time 
to escape. The tre pushed its way 
Into the adjoining residence district, 
closely settled with worklngmen'a 
home*, from which the occupants es- 
caped only with their lives and the 
clothing on their backs. 


The flames were fought heroically 


by the departments of Davenport and 
of Rock Island and Moline. Ills., the 
latter cities responding promptly to 
an appeal for aid. All effort!, to check 
the flames were unavailing at first 
and they spread to St. Katherine's 
hall, a boarding school for young 
vomen, which was saved by hard 
work after the tower had burned off. 
Gradually the battle of the firemen 
began to show results and the confla- 
gration was brought under control. 


Over 50 homes were burned and 


some tenements, leaving 100 families 
homeless. Others deserted their homes 
before the fire got to them. Vacant 
houses all over town were filled with 
furniture removed from the fire dis- 
trict. It is believed there were no 
fatalities.

Had the 
breeze blown from the east the entire 
business portion of the city would 
have been swept away. The entire 
district from Federal street to Bridge 
avenut and from the river to Seventh 
street was swept ^cleaa. 


Fertilizer Factory Fire. 


Cincinnati, July 26. — The plant of 


the Cincinnati Dedicating company, 
manufacturers of fertilizers, at Jones 
Station, seven miles west of this city, 
was completely destroyed by fire. It 
was one of the most spectacular fires 
here in years. The plant is out of 
reach of the city fire department and 
the employes attempted to fight the 
fire with their own apparatus, but the 
heat drove them off. Two dwellings 
were also destroyed. The loss will be 
about Jsu.oou. partially insured. 


Carriage Storehouse 'Burned. 


Cincinnati, July 26. — The 4-story 


building occupied by the Bamett Car- 
riage company was destroyed by fire 
at midnight. The building was stock- 
ed with finished goods. Loss $75,000, 
with $30,000 insurance. * 


Avenged an Insult. 


Shelbyville, Ind., July 26.— Because 


of an alleged insult Mrs. Frank Freese 
of Franklin shot and killed JPfTilliaiu 
Gray, a stone contractor, at Briggs- 
town, this county. Mrs. Freese, in 
company with her husband, drove to 
Red Mills. thr«e miles west of Fair- 
land, where Gray was at work. Com- 
ing suddenly 'upon her victim, without 
a word the woman jumped from the 
buggy and began shooting, the first 
shot entering Gray's face near the 
point of the chin. Her second shot 
struck Gray near the center of the 
breast and produced almost instant 
death. An attempted criminal assault 
is given as the reason for the murder.

RELIC OF THE REVOLUTION 


Charleston 
Exposition 
Man«ser» 


\Vant to Sccnre Jasper'* F1»B. 


The managers of the CbarU-ston ex- 


position have solicited the aid of Lord 
\iuncefr.te. the British embassador at 
Washington, and Mr. Choate. the Amer- 
.can erubassador at London, to secure 
the Sag of the famous Revolutionary 
Sergeant Jasper, -which is reported ti 
be "in the Tower of London, says 
the Chicago Record-Herald- Nobody, 
however, seems to know anything 
abonfit. There is no reference to it in 
the guidebooks, which contain long 
l:st<5 of trophies, and U is exceedingly 
doubtful if there is in the Tower of 
London or anywhere else in Great 
Britain more than one flag captured in 
battle from forces of the United States. 
The only one I have ever seen hangs 
over the tomb of Edward Phillips! in 
f e cathedral at Chester, and the label 
records that It was "captured at the 
Kirk- of Bunker Hill." It is rndely 
ma-lo. a^ut four feet long and two 
fee- '.n width, with only eight or ten 
sjr'pfs and about as many stars. I 
once ascertaiatd by Inquiry that it 
was presented to the Chester cathedral 
by an officer of the army of that conn- 
tv wb<i served on the Br.tSsb side dur- 
ing the Revolutionary war and was 
placed over the tomb of Mr. Phillips! 
because he was one of tbe most prom- 
inent Tories in the American colonies.
